CARNEGIE WILL PRODUCE. 


Dclarea That Republioan'a Shall Not 


Lack for Campaign Funds. 
Washington, April 4—Andrew Carne- 


gie has sent word to President Roose- 
velt that he need not worry over the 
rumors that the moneyed interests of 
\\all street aie not disposed to chip in 
to the republican campaign fund. The 
founder of libraries 
says he 
stands 


ready to contilbute any 
reasonable 


sum up to $1,000,000 if necessary, to 
offset any defections by the rich Wall 
stieet men. 


Mr. Carnegie wa.s recently discussing 


the attitude of certain Wall street in- 
terests towaid Mr. 
Roosevelt. 
He 


said he failed to see any sense or jus- 
tice in their course. 
Then he was 


told that these men were threatening 
to shut off the sinews of war for the 
forthcoming campaign. 
Mr. Carnegie 


lifted his eyebrows and remarked that 
if there happened to be any need for 
funds to call upon him. 


"We will see that there is plenty of 


money for the proper conduct of the 
campaign," he said. "If there is a con- 
sriiacy of rich men to defeat him, or 
hamperjiis campaign, we will see that 
It docs not succeed." 


Mr. Carnegie has a high regard for 


the president, not only as a man, but 
as a president 
His course in the 


Northern securities merger case was 
especially pleasing to Mr. 
Carnegie, 


who holds that Roosevejt's firm stand 
just at that time saved the 
entire 


country from a tremendous speculative 
crisis. 


"Such a piesident should not 
be 


tieaten by the use of money," he said, 
"and will not be if I can,avert It. When 
you need funds come to me " 


He made it plain that he could be 


counted upon for $500,000 or even $1,- 
000,000 if the exigencies of the case 
demanded It.

The ra- 
dio-activity of th* radium compounds 
exceeds that of uranium a million fold 
Just what the activity of pure radium 
is is not known at present as it Is used 
principally In the compound known 
radium bromid. Prof. Patty who lec- 
tuies here on the 8th of April on ra- 
dium has a supply guaranteed to give 
200,000 radio-activity. While the radio- 
active substances differ from one an- 
other in many ways they possess one 
common property; 
they emit spon- 
taneously certain peculiar rays, known 
as Becqueral rays, which act on a 
photographic plate, discharge electri- 
fied bodies, excite phosphorence and 
produce many other 
important ef- 
fect. Like X rays, Becqueral rays, 
pass to some extent through all sub- 
stances. The rays cannot be brought 
to a focus by a lens, therefore the 
photographs made by them aje neces- 
sarily shadow pictures like those made 
by Roentiven rays. Rays from nearly 
puie radium have been known to pass 
thiough more than an inch of Iron. 
Becqueral rays 
pass through the 


bones almost as readily as through the 
flesh so that sharp shadow pictures

The averages for this congressional

Moffett and these will be used as a 
basis.

In the case of some of the live stock 


theie must be some changes this year 
For example cattle are lower this year 
and a lower basis of valuation must 
be selected.

Charles L. Draper Who Figured in 


Sensational Murder at Jackson- 


ville Dies in Soldiers' Home, 


ONCE 
SENTENCED 
fOR 
LIFE. 


A telegram received Thursday even- 


Ing by Miss Susie A Draper announced 
the death of her brother, Charles L. 
Draper, at the national Soldiers' home 
in .Danville, 111. 
The death of Mr. Draper recalls the 


dreadful ttagedy with which his name 
was connected, when Charles L. Hast- 
ings was killed in Judge Edward P 
Kirby s law office on the night of 
M-irch 31, 1897 
It was just seven 
years ago last night 
that Hastings 


came to his awful death and the dread- 
ful shock the entire community 
re- 


ceived when the particulars of the 
tiagedy became known is well remem- 
bered. 
It will be recalled that Mr. Draper 


was charged with the crime and his 
arrest followed The grand jury, which 
met In May, indicted Mr. Draper and 
his trial was 
entered upon before 


Judge Robert B Shiiley at the Novem- 
ber term of the circuit court, Jan. 4, 
1898.

FREEZING DON'T INJURE EELS. 


Thousands of Them Found as Brittle 


As Ice on the Canadian Shore. 
The excessive cold season has had 
a curious effect upon salt water eels 
according to reports from Quebec. It 
is their custom in winter to bury 
themselves in the sand or mud below 
high water mark and there hibernate. 
This winter the fros't has been so 


keen for weeks at' a time that the 
surface of'the wet sand has become a 
sheet. of ice directly the water ebbed 
away. Probably this has the effect of 
partially depriving, the burled eels bl 
air,, and the fear of death by asphy- 
xiation has sent thebi scurrying out 
Into the open where they irteet with 
immediate paralysis from the cold. 
The appearance of 
the beach on 
some cold morning has been remark- 
able. Thousands of e&ls from thirty to 
seventy inches In length 'each one 
about as brittle as 
an icicle "and 


stetched out as straight as a stick, lie 
about or stand upright from the 'sand 
for a good third of .their length. 
, 
Carts and wh'eelsbarrows as well as 
boats have been filled day after day, 
and the available markets for fresh 
eels were long ago gutted. Skinnjng, 
salting and smoking have given em- 
would have been'idle, 
plo'yment to many 
who otherwise 
The question which suggests Itself 


is: Do these ge's. hibernate naturally 
when they experience cold, beyond a 
certain point, or is the condition not- 
ed that of temporarily suspender1, an- 
in.atioh, the forerunner, or preliminary 
stage, of death? 
For it is certain that the .eelg are 
not really dead. The returning tide 
bears them on Its surface, as though 
they were lifeless, but after a few 
minutes they wriggle about a little, 
and. soon they dive below slowly and 
carefully, bxit very much alive. The 
fishermen usually made things certain 
by chopping off the heads cf the cap- 
tured fish'before they thaw them out. 
" Apparently no one has ever taken 
the trouble of deciding whether the 
fish wore frozen through and through 
so that there could not be any little 
stream of life kept in motion in the 
interior of their bodies by ever so 
slight a circulation.—New York'Sun.

Some of the work was'started last 


fall but it was not expected to do 
much through the winter.

Fight Weather. 
The building of the road out of De- 
catur toward' the west ts now in the 
hands of the Chicago Constructing 
and Building 
Company which firm 


holds the contract with the interurban 
company to do the work. Deep grades, 
creeks to -cross, labor and most ev- 
erything else are now small obstacles 
:o progress compared to the weather. 
That is what the contractors are flght- 
ng and it is a hopeless struggle. The 
frequent and heavy rains of the last 
few weeks have put the ground In 
such shape that work could not be 
continuously carried on and during 
the past week it was brought to an 
absolute standstill. 
In the places where the ground has 
been torn- up It sim'ply is an Im- 
passable mire. The, mud is jib deep 
bat wagons cannot move through to 
Consequently the progress will be slow 
until the ground dries to some ex- 
tent, 


Work Camps. 


All the way. from Decatur to Spring- 


field there are camps where the men 
who are building the work made' their 
headquarters. Some of the grading has 
been sublet to small contractors and 
each of these has his own camp. At a 
point about a/ mile and one-half west 
of the city there is a camp of two or 
hpee tents. Another camp is located 
at the Steven's Creek wagon bridge 
where Contractor Davis has charge of 
part of the grading. There is quite a 
jlit fill, to make at that place and It 
will take some little tin* to/ grade it.

A Little Town. 


At the place where the bridge is to 
be built there is already a. large camp. 
About fifteen tents of different sizes 
are provided. About 150 teams and wa- 
gons were collected there but there has 
iiot been much work for them to do so 
far on account of the weather. 
The camp at Stevens Creek is quits 
a little town of i(seir. The men who 
ar'e employed come from all parts of 
the country and are most of them 
without homtes. 
"They followed the 
contractors and work 
on improve- 
ments of this kind and must be pro- 
vided with a place to sleep. The con- 
tractors in order; to hold their men 
must make such: provisions and the 
tents are put up ag sleeping places for 
the men. 


Men Pay Board. 


The pay now 1» $1.75 a day for la- 
borers. Some of the men employed 
are farmers who live m the neighbor- 
hood and go to their homes at night 
but most of them will sleep in the 
tents. They are charged 60 cents a 
week for sleeping quarters aud must 
pay tlielr own board. There is a large 
eating tent where meals are served 
at the rate of" $4 a wei'k. The food is 
gcod and the men get three square 
meals a,day for what they pay. The 
boarding privilege is leased to men who 
make it a business to feed the em- 
ployes of the.big contractors. 
There is also a 
provision for the 
horses. A big corral has been built and 
In this place the horses after work Is 
over are turneM in and stay for the 
night.. The camp with Its hotel and 
livery stable facilities is quite a little 
settlement out on prairie land and all 
summer these camps will spring up 
al different places as they are needed 
to take care of the 
men and horses 


working on the road. 


Cost U Big. 
The construction of the Intel-urban 
dees not interfere with the travel on 
the wagon road. The right of way for 
thp interurban after leasing the west 
end of the city Is along the south side 
of the Wabash tracks, and the wagon 
roads are not in the least da-meged 
r.or the regular .traffic interrupted.
